Re- 
ferring to the treatment accorded to 
ex-prisoners, the President says: A8 
an organization, and in view of the 
great and peculiar hardships and suf- 
fering endured as prisoners, we believe 
a special compensation is due us. For 
a number of years bills have been pre- 
sented in Congress, looking. to such 
measures as we felt due to us, but so 
far all appeals have availed us noth- 
ing. For twenty-five years our gov- 
ernment has never so much as given 
us a vote of thanks for the_sacrifice 
made.“ 

This portion of the President's ad- 
dress was formally approved by the 
association. Among the reports, the 
committee made one embodying a bill 
to be presented at the next session of 
Congress in behalt of the soldiers who 
were in prison for a period of not less 
than sixty days or more, providing 
they shall receive two dollars for 
every day they were in confinement, 
from the government. Stephen M. 
Long of East Orange. N. J., was 
elected President. 

The society known as the Com- 
rades of the Battlefield, whith in- 
‘cludes the blue and the gray, met and 
effected a national urganization by the 
election of Major General Dolton of 
St. Louis as President. The associa- 
sion will hold its next meeting in Chi- 


cago. 

The sixteenth annual re-union of 
the United States Veterans of the Sig- 
nal Corps showed a membershipof 512. 
L. R. Fortiscue of Philadelphia was 
elected President. 

‘ihe Ladies of the G. A. R.“ held 
a very successful meeting. The order 
is a purely charitable and social insti- 
tution and was called into existence 
for the purpose of taking into the be- 
nevolent work of the patriotic associa- 
tion all the members of soldiers’ fam- 
ilies. Its total membership is between 
15,000 and 20,000, and the President 
states that 260 new circulars were 
Chartered in the past year. 


Dr. Bryant, a colored ex-soldier’ 


from Chicago, is here soliciting sub- 
scriptions for the erection of a monu- 
ment in Jackson Park, Chicago, to 
‘soldiers. It ie intended to 
raise 150. 000, and 654.000 is secured 
so far. 

A resolution was adopted at the 
Michigan union of Mexican war vet- 
erans of the Mexican war to meet the 
American survivors of the Mexican 
war at the next general encampment 
at Washington and that Congress be 
asked for an appropriation therefor.

At Albany, 
as a member of the G. A. R., he for 
several terms was commander of Ben- 
edict Post No. 5; was elected com- 
mander of the New York Department, 
and in 1879 was elected Senior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief, all of which im- 
portant positions be filled with credit. 
He is said to be a forcible speaker and 
a model, presiding officer. 

A sensation occurred by the an- 
nouncement of the report of the spec- 
ial committee on the race question 
recommending the creation of a sep- 
arate department for colored veterans.

Prince George of Greece.

The particular of- 
fence taken at the statement in the 
Prisce’s published letter is that after 
the Czarowitz had been struck and 
while h® was endeavoring to make 
his escape from his assailauts, he 
tambled to the ground through sheer

Spainerrm.p (O.), August 6.—At the 
People’s Party Convention to-day a 
permanent organization was effected 
by the election of Hugh Cavanaugh 
aschairman. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was presented 
and adopied. 

The platform demands taxation, 
National, State or municipal, shall not 
be used to build up one interest or 
class at the expense of another. The 
abolition of National Banks as banks 
of issue, and asa substitute for the 
National Bank notes, demand that full 
legal tender treasury notes be issued 
in sufficieat number to conduct the 
business of the country on a cash 
basis; the payment of all bonds of the 
government instead of refunding them 
in such money as they were originally 
made payable in; government control 
of all transportation and commun- 
ication. Liberal pensions to Union 
soldiers are favored. A woman’s 
suffrage plank is included in the plat- 
form. The platform fayors govern- 
ment loans directly to individuals; 
favors the free coinage of silver; op- 
posed to the alien ownership of lands, 
and demands that Congress devise 
means to obtain all the land already 
owned by foreign syndicates; also de- 
mands all lands held by railroads and 
other corporations in excess of what 
is actually needed, be reclaimed by 
the government and held for actual 
settlers only; demands a graduated 
income tax; demands the enactment 
and the right of enforcement of laws 
for the suppression of all forms of 
gambling in the future, and a strict 
enforcement of the laws against the 
adulteration of food products. The 
election of United States Senators by 
a popular vote of the people is favored. 
The platform also demands the for- 
feiture by the Standard Oil Company 
of its charter. A resolution was 
adopted favoring Government or State 
control of the sale, manufacture, im- 
portation apd exportation of spirituous 
liquors, ad a recommendation to the 
National Convention as a solation of 
the liquor problem. 

A number of nominations for candi- 
dates for Governor were made anda 
recess taken until 1 o’clock. 

John Seitz was nominated Governor 
on the first ballot. 


Kansas Crops.

New York, Aug. 6.— Give Kansas 
farmers two more crops as good as 
their present one and they will be out 
of debt, said Martin Mohler of To- 
peka, Kansas, Secretary of the Kan- 
sas State Board of Agriculture, to a 
reporter. On the farms of Kansas are 
products now growing worth $90,000, 
000, over and above the amount farm- 
ers require for their own use. Moh- 
ler} added, If the owners of those 
farms pay $25,000,000 for groceries and 
clothing they will have $65,000,000 
with which to pay their debts, and the 
largest estimate ever made of the 
farm indebtedness was $160,000,000. 

Mohler said the figures he named 
were not guess work, but based on re- 
ports received from his agents in the 
several counties of Kansas.

The fireman of, the passenger train 
was killed. Ten Italians, en route to 
Niagara Falls ia the smoking car, 
were killed and several others in the 


| game car injured: Bome of them will 


probably die. The sleeping cars were 
burned, but it is supposed that nearly 
all the passengers were restued. It 
is thought nobody in them was badly 
hurt. The injured were brought bere 
and are being cared for. The bodies 
of the killed-are at Port Byron, where 
the coroner will hold au inqtest. 
Among the injured was a member of 
an opera company, who died on the 
way here. Trainmen say more are 
killed in the wreck. Physicians and 
others were sent from Syracuse, Aub- 
urn, Montezuma and Port Byron. 
The scene of the wreck is a terrible 
one. 

The following is a list of the killed: 
Michael Bergen, fireman on the pas- 
senger train, Alphonso Carilla, Coco 
Rocco, John Rosio, Veanzo Dilauri, 
Dominico Ricbone, Antonio Scazzaf- 
fava, all Italians, and John Gramboit 
and an unknown Italian who died on 
the way to Syracuse. 

The number injured is eleven. Of 
the eleven Italians injured four will 
probably die. They were in the 
smoking car of the St. Louis express, 
which crashed into the freight train. 
Twelve cars of the freight train were 
wrecked and piled up on the track, 
completely blockading the road. 
Hardly a whole piece of timber is left 
in the smoking car. The wreck took 
fire and all the passenger train was 
burned with the exception of three 
sleeping cars. The train was made 
up of two @xpress cars, a baggage and 
express. car, one day coach and four 
sleeping cars. 

Mr, Sullivan of this city was on the 
train. He wasin the car behind the 
smoker. Regarding the accident, he 
says: The freight train with which 
our train collided was running on 
passenger train time. When the 
Crash caine the scene was a terrible 
one. The smoking car was smashed 
to splinters, and the sbrieks of the 
wounded and imprisoned in the wreck- 
age was heartrending. The accident 
occurred at 3 o’clock. When I left 
the dead and wounded were scattered 
about on the ground inside the tracks, 
and the surviving passengers were 
doing all they could for the relief of 
the wounded. The victims, so far as 
could be seen, were all men who were 
in the smoking car. None of the 
passengers in the sleeping cars were 
in jured. 

John F. Bowdish of Boston, who 
had a narrow escape, gave a similar 
account of the accident. He said no 
one in the sleeping cars were injured. 
The attendants of the express and 
baggage cars had retired to the rear 
coaches to catch a little sleep, and the 
entire fatality was therefore confined 
to the occupants of the smoking car 
and locomotive. 

This afternoon Joseph Koshan of 
St. Louis and Antonio Umbello, an 
Italian, died at the hospital in this 
city. These deaths make the number 
of fatalities twelye. Of the ipjured 
some others will probably die. 

New Yorx, August 6.—4 West 
Shore official saya: ‘‘ From what can 
be learned, there is no doubt the acci- 
dent this morning resulted from the 
neglect of the conductor of the freight 
train to send back a flagman to warn 
trains moving on the same track.

Stand By Protection. 


— . — 


The American Economist says: 
No sURPRISE seems justified by 
the fact that the McKinley Tariff 
does not suit the men who have 
assumed the task of Tariff re- 
form” in accordance with the 
British standard. Farmers of the 
existing law found inspiration 
closer home thau Europe, and they 
laid a Tariff along those lines in- 
dicated by the fonnders of our 
Republic and the law makers of 
its first Congress. Of course 
this could not be done without 
exciting opposition from Free 
Trade attorneys, as such opposi- 
tion is the only excuse for their 
existence. 

But the real facts of the situa- 
tion, at any time since the passage 
of the new Tariff law, have iu no 
wise warranted theit bitter op- 
position to its enactment or their 
determined efforts for its repeal 
Immediately following its passage, 
and béfore some of its most im- 
portant provisions were in free, 
its influence for good was maui- 
fested in the renewed assurance 
given to capital that the great 
body of American voters might 
still be relied on to maintain the 


traditional defense against foreign 


competition made necessary by the 
advanced siandard of wages and 
living in this country. Ip many 
localities factories long idle or 
materially restricted in output by 
enforcing division of the domestic 
markets with foreign competitors, 
were given new life, skilled opera- 
tives found opportunity for 
steadier employment at wages en- 
abling them to live as becomes 
American citizens, without any 
material advance in the cost of 
manufactured products as they 
reach the hands of ultimate con- 
sumers. 

Never in the history of this coun- 
try could more than the necessaries 
and luxuries of life be obtained by 
honest effort than since the Mc- 
Kinley bill became law, despite the 
early prophecies of its opponants 
that the reverse of this would fol- 
low its passage, and their subse- 
quent efforts to insure confirma- 
tion of their dolesome predictions. 

In the face of this array of facts 
Free-Trade promoters serve notice 
of a continuance of their ‘crpsade 
against the policy by which all of 
this has been brought about. By 
way of preliminaries, threadbare 
arguments are „being patched iuto 
shape, oft-refuted prophecies are 
being placed in the mouths of 
spokesmen, and the hobgoblin of 
high prices is marched to the front 
to scare voters into support of free 
foreign trade. In short, history is

The Splendid Courage Displayed by Some 
of the Soldiers. 

The Indians fought desperately until 
they were annihilated, but their 
bravery was no more conspicuous than 
that which was unostentatiously dis- 
played by some of the soldiers. Per- 
haps the most remarkable case, says 
the Washington Star, was that of Pri- 

e Kelly, who was shot near the 
heart. He knew the mortal nature of 
his wound, and as he rolled over said 
to Private Girbach: I'm gone, sure; 
roll me around and make a breastwork 
of me.” That was courage. 

Private McKenzie, of Troop B, was 
hit hard in the left shoulder. One of 
the surgeons saw he was wounded and 
sent a litter bearer to bring him in. 
But McKenzie would not go. He in- 
sisted on shooting away at the stubborn 
foe. “I know I'm getting weak,” said 
he, but I’ve got to have a couple of 
shots yet.” He did fire once or twice 
more, then he fainted” from loss of 
blood and was taken to the rear.

GOVERNMENTAL RAIN-MAKING. 
Electrigsity to Be Employed for the Pur- 
pose. 


The government is actually going 
into the business of making rain, or 
trying todo so, says the Indianapolis 
News. Co has appropriated a 
sum of money which will be expended 
in attempts to secure rain where it is 
needed. For this purpose balloons will 
be sent up into the air, connected with 
the earth by electric line, and when 
exploded are expected to compel, the 
clouds to disgorge. Although the rain 
is said to fall upon the just and unjust, 
it is very far from equitable in its dis- 
tribution. In some place the crops and 
even the people are drowned out, while 
in others both: suffer and perish for 
rain. It seems there is plenty of water 
in midair and all that is necessary is to 
bring itdown.

If these experi- 
ments should prove successful the next 
step will be to steer the clouds around 
in some other section of the country 
when one locality is getting more rain 
than it wants.

It Now Oontrols the Young Gir 
of the Period. 


Some of the Many Queer Uses to Which 
the l’recious Metal Is Pit to Grat. 
ify the Devotees of Fashion. 
—The Spoon Craze. 


A long time ago a man named Solo- 
mon, who aequired quite a reputation 
for wisdom, made the remark that:

When she 
assume an air of virtuous industry and 
takes te stitehes as occasion may 
dema there are silver scissors, acorn- 
shane | cases for her thimble, dainty re- 
ceptacies for her needles, and boxes 
containing a kind of bobbin on which 
to wind different colored silk floss. 
When she opens her escritoire to con- 
duct her correspondence in a decidedly 
English hand, there are silver pen 
trays, ink bottles, pens and pencils, let- 
ter clips, bristle pen wipers and a unique 
arrangement for moistening stamps. 
For the sick room there are silver-cased 
fever thermometers and an odd lemon- 
ade or medicine spoon with a tube run- 
ning up the back through which, as 


through a straw, the fluid may be taken. 


When this victim of a fad goes shop- 
ping or calling there is the tiny glove 
bonbonniere, heart-shaped perhaps, 
which she slips inside the palm of her 
hand. She carries an odd coin purse of 
French design with a tiny watch in the 
top. Unscrew this little lid, and the 
neck expands to the full extent of the 
links below. Her chatelaine tablet of 
African lizard skin is mounted in silver 
with a silver chain, and on its cover, as 
on that of her card case and address 
book, silver fleurs de lis. All the leather 
novelties bear these flowers of France, 
even the lizard skin card case opening 
at the end, which gentlemen carry in 
the pockets of their evening clothes. 

In the realm of jewelry, also, silver 
and platinum are popular as settings 
for clusters. Next to the diamond, 
which might be called the staff of 
jewel life, the stone which takes the 
popular fancy is the emerald, though 
the turquoise is also in great demand. 
The mand of fasmon is toaded with 

present, but fashion’wears sow 
civilized disregard of carrinys. All 
stones are set low in plain, polished 
gold, and many are imbedded in the 
French style right in the gold. There 
is quite a fancy for setting different 
colored diamonds together, and gentle- 
men wear as evening studs three small 
diamonds or pearls of different colors. 
A ring containing three diamonds, col- 
ored respectively cinnamon, coffee and 
red, is quite valuable, as the red stone 
is perhaps impossible of duplication. 

The bunches of silver wire. bracelets 
so common a little while ago have 
given place to immense ropes and links 
of the same metal, but it is to be hoped 
that this fancy will not be allowed to 
handcuff many of the devotees of fash- 
ion. Necklaces are permissible only 
for evening wear, when they are worn 
with pendants. The long bar pins have 
been superseded by clusters in round 
designs, as stars, flowers, birds, bow- 
knots, etc. Two hearts tied ttegether 
with a at A is a pretty design for rings 
or pendants, the hearts being of tur- 
quoise surrounded by diamonds, which 
also form the how. Elaborate. designs 
of cluster diamonds are in great favor 
for corsage wear, one beautiful example 
being a flight of swallows, formed en- 
tirely of diamonds. For the hair there 
are enameled orchids with diamond 
centers and pins with fleur de lis heads. 

The spoon-gathering craze still holds 
possession of all tourists and a new 
Chicago spoon has been designed to 
meet the demand of the collector. It 
is called the Fort Dearborn spoon and 
has a round bowl with a raised design 
depicting the old fort and its surround- 
ings. This spoon is of oxidized silver 
and looks quite antique, bat bright sil- 
ver ia more in demand now for regular 
use. oe
